The superintendent and teachers are 
greatly pleased with Prof. Lumley.

— Mrs. Alice Mitchell, of New Albany, 
Ind., who possessed a spotless reputation, 
was thrown from a buggy in which she 
was driving with a married man by the 
name of Cash Jackson, and killed, thus 
tragically exposing her infidelity. 

— The Slate election in Alabama is on- 
ly 10 days off' anil great interest centers 
iu the result. Democrats are coutiden t 
of Col. Oates' election, but some appre- 
hension is felt regarding the Legislature 
At Birmingham, it ia feared, the strike; 
troubles may cause democratic losses, 
which might result in throwing the low- 
er house to the populists. 

— The Japano-Chinese situation is still 
warlike. The Chinese government hr a 
prohibited the exportation of rice or 
grain, is placing torpedoes in the north 
channel and the entrance to the Yang- 
Tee river and is buying war material 
freely. Later reports confirm the news 
of the sinking of the transport Kow 
Siting, all but 40 of the 2,000 troops be- 
ing lost. 

—The L. A X. has dismissed its suit 
against the Illinois Central railroad in 
the Federal court and relinquished its 
claim to rents from the 0.,'0. Sc 8. W. 
Co. The effect of the action is to dis- 
claim the ownership of the C , O. <k 8. 
W., which the Commonwealth has been 
fighting through the State courts as a vi- 
olation of the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion, which declare that no railroad shall 
acquire parallel and competing line 
with a view to setting up up a monopo- 
ly os a public carrier.

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After a splendid speech defending the

The president 
sent for Mr. Wilson and others of the 
committee favoring the House bill and 
bad a long conference, the purport of 
which was not given out. I nlees there 
is an agreement by this evening, a cau- 
cus of the House democrats, called by a 
petition started by Mr. Springer, will be 
held. The outlook is very much mixed, 
but it seems to be the general feeiing 
that if nothing better can be done, the 
Senate bill should be passed and end the 
suspense ami doubt to which the coun- 
try has been subjected by such traitors 
as Gorman and his followers. It is sta- 
ted, though, that Mr. Cleveland will re- 
fuse to approve the bill if passed in its 
present shape. He might do that, how- 
ever, anil not veto it, letting it become a 
law by default of his action thereon.
